INDUSTRIAL EXHIBITION IN MEXICO. THERE WERE VISITORS 
PROM 22 OF MEXICO'S 31 STATES AND TERRITORIES AND FROM 
GUATEMALA, HONDURAS, NICARAGUA AND VENEZUELA AS WELL. 

THE EXHIBITION WAS OPENED WITH A RIBBON CUTTING FEATURING
